2. This is regarding extension of the terms of Justice Mukherjee 
Commission of Inquiry which is inquiring into the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The Commission was 
set up bv Ministry of Home Affairs vide Notification No. SO 339 (E) 
dated'T4-5-1999 and it was stipulated that it will submit its report as 
soon as possible but not later than six months from the date of 
publication of that Notification. It was also mentioned in that 
Notification that headquarters of the Commission shall be at New 
Delhi and/or any other place as determined by the Commission. 

3. The Commission finally decided to establish its headquarters at 
Calcutta. As is the case with any new- organization, this Commission 
too was faced with various teething problems and as such could not 
make much headway throughout the first tenure i.e. upto 14-1 1-1999. 

4. Keeping in view the various problems faced by the 
Commission, its term was extended by six months beyond 14-11- 
1999 with the approval of HM vide notes on page 43-44/N in the 
main file linked below. 

5. The Commission has since overcome the initial problems and is 
now fully functional. The first sitting of the Commission was held at 
Calcutta on 23-3-2000. A copy of the proceedings of that date 
containing the orders/directions passed by the Commission may be 
seen at page4*t-^Corrsp. 

6. Attention is also invited to the terms of reference assigned to 
the Commission and contained in the initial notification dated 14-5- 
1999( page*369-370/corrsp). It will be appreciated that the terms of 
reference are so wide as to make it w'ell nigh impossible for the 
Commission to complete the inquiry within the remaining period of 
the extended tenn which expires on 14-5-2000. 

7. Further, in response to public Notification, published by the 
Commission in various leading newspapers throughout the country, it 
has received more than 40 statements supported by affidavit, a 
considerable number of which disclose relevant material. These 
statements require a thorough probe. In addition, a number of other ^ 
have been received c omm un i cation s, review of which tends to 
disclose atleast some material relevant to the inquiry. For making a 
proper and extensive probe into the matter in order to ascertain the 
truth, the Commission may, in all probability, be required to visit 
different places not only in India but also abroad. The Commission is 
thus bound to take much time to unravel the mystery shrouding the 
alleged death of Netaji in a plane crash which is believed to have 

taken place in 1945 i.e. about 55tearfier. The elapse of such a long 
time will definitely make the Commission's task difficult.

8. Also, for complying with the orders/directions passed b\ the 
Commission in its sitting on 23-3-2000, the Commission has given six 
weeks time to the Govt. A perusal of the orders/directions will show 
that the same are of wide ramifications and collecting relevant 
information from various Ministries/Departments and coordinating the 
same before putting up a consolidated reply may take considerably 
more time than that granted by the Commission. The concerned 
Ministry/Department, in all probability, may seek extension of the 
time limit granted by the Commission for doing the needful, 
especially in view of the Parliament Session commencing on 17-4- 

2000. 


9 In view of the position, stated above, as also in view of efflux 
of a pretty long period of more than 54 years since alleged 
disappearance of Netaji in August 1945 is likely to cause much hurdle 
and difficulties for the Commission in the matter ot making available 
all evidences, oral and documentary. Keeping a realistic view in the 
matter, it will be in the fitness of the things, if the request ot the 
Commission for granting extension of one year i.e. from 14-5-2000 to 
13-5-2001 is agreed to, so as to enable it to accomplish its task, 
effectively and conclusively.

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Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry to inquire into the alleged 
disappearance ofNetaji Subhas Chandra Bose was set up on 14.5.1999. The 
Commission got its first extension after the expiry of the initial six months 
and is now on its extended term. However, the extension is going to be over 
on 13.5.2000 and hence this proposal is for a further extension of one year 
with effect from 14.5.2000. The Commission has advanced reason for 
seeking this extension of which the following are material. 

2. The Commission has since received 40 statements supported by 
affidavit. A considerable number of them is reportedly disclosing relevant 
material for the purpose of inquiry. These statements require a thorough 
probe. The Commission has held its first hearing on 23.3.2000 and given a 
series of directions compliance of which by the Government of India and 
individuals is expected to take time. 

3. The Commission has further submitted that it may, in all probability, 
be required to visit different places in connection with its brief not only in 
India but also abroad. Besides, the Commission feels that since a long period 
of more than 54 years has elapsed, there may be hurdles and difficulties for 
the Commission in the matter of making available to it all the evidence- oral 
and documentary. The Commission has, therefore, requested an extension of 
a year. 

4. The Commission’s request appears to be well founded. Very recently, 
we have issued exhaustive communications to a number of quarters in the 
Government of India for lending assistance to the Commission in respect of 
a large number of old records. A sample copy of our communication to 
various Ministries including PMO in this connection may kindly be seen at 
flag- 1 A’. The entire process of collecting records and thereafter scrutiny of 
the same will invariably take Commission’s time. Keeping in view all these 
aspects, the request of the Commission for an year’s extension may be 
considered by the Government. We may have the approval of HM in th e 
matte r. Once we have the approval of HM, we will need to apprise th e 
Mi nistry of Finance also in the matter , particularly because the extension of 
Commission’s term will also result in the continuation of the infrastructure

and various temporary posts created for the assistance of the Commission. 
Incidentally, it may also be mentioned here that vide a separate 
communication received from the Commission, we have learnt that Justice 
Mukherjee will be taking a token amount of Re.l per month as pay and 
other admissible allowances/perks excepting DA and CCA (flag-‘B’). In 
the final analysis, the request of the Commission for an year’s extension 
from 14.5.2000 now needs approval. 
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The term of the Justice Mu^herjee Commission

Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) which 
is inquiring into <Jhe alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose has sought extension of its term from 14.5.2001 to 
14.5.2002 . 

2. The Commission was constituted vide Notification S.O. 
339(E) dated ^4.5.1999 and was required to submit its report 
latest by 14.11.1999. However, due to various teething problems 
which are common to all new setups, it could not take off on 
time and was given extension from 14.11.1999 to 14.5^2000 with 
HM's approval, vide Notification S.O. 1090(E) dated 14.11.1999. 

The relevant extract of notes in this regard is available on 
pages 453-454/C. 

3. Since the Commission started its proper functioning 
quite late due to various reasons beyond its control, the 
interested parties who were called upon to submit their 
averments/statements/affidavits, vide Commission's Notification 
dated 3.12.1999 sought extensions from time to time. Keeping in 
view the various difficulties genuinely brought to the notice of 
the Commission by the interested parties desirous of submitting 
their petitions, etc. before the Commission, it had no option 
but to accede to their request. Accordingly, extensions were 
granted to such groups or individuals from time to time. 

4. Further, the Govt. Deptts. who, in the Commission's 
proceedings held at Kolkata on 23.3.2000, were directed to 
provide to the Commission the relevant records which are quite 
old and difficult to be retrieved, also sought more time to make 
such records available. It may be worthwhile to mention that 
the event being inquired into by the Commission happens to be 
more than 55 years old and had taken place beyond the boundary 
of India. The retrieval and supply of such old records to the 
Commission is undoubtedly a cumbersome and time consuming task. 

It also involved correspondence between various Govt. Deptts. 
within India as also from foreign countries associated with 
Netaji and I.N.A. 

5. Also, the records received by the Commission from 

various quarters (in addition to the af f idavits/statements/ 
petitions, etc.) needed to be carefully examined and taken note of 
for further follow up as deemed necessary. Not only that, many 
of the petitions/statements received are in languages other 

than English and Hindi. These required to be got translated 
into English before the Commission could consider the same. 

6. The further proceedings of the Commission also 
resulted in further directions to parties/groups/individuals for 
compliance. They too sought extensions. The MHA has so far 
filed two affidavits before the Commission. The other Deptts. 
have either filed their affidavits or sought more time for doing 
the needful. 


7. Thus it is quite obvious, that the task before the 

Commission is quite vast and arduous as would be evident from

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the terms of reference given to it vide para 2 of the original 
Notification dated 14.5.1999 (pages 444-445/C). The Commission 
was, therefore, left with no option but to seek one year's 
extensions from 14.5.2000 to 14.5.2001 which was granted with 
the approval of HM vide Notification S.O. 1090(E) dated 
14. S.ZoOO (page 431/C) and pages 455-456/C. 

8. In the meantime, the Commission was continuing its] 

regular periodical sittings and simultaneously examining the 
records/materials before it. On scrutiny of the MHA 1 s earlier 
affidavits, the Commission further directed the Home Secretary 
to file a supplementary affidavit. In that connection extension 
of time till 30.4.2001 has been sought by Home Secretary and 

that supplementary affidavit is in the process of being 
finalised in consultation with the Law Ministry, etc. 

9. However, the Commission has again come up with a 

req uest to extend its term for one year from 14.5.2001 to 

14 . 5.2002 for the following reasons : - 

(a) that the terms of reference for the Commission

(c) that a large number of correspondence have been 
received by the Commission, in language other 
than English and Bengali, which are yet to be 
translated into English and that such translation 
is a considerably time-consuming process; 

(d) some of the affidavits/materials received by the 
Commission suggest availability of some more 
relevant material and comments of some of the 
Govt. Deptts. are still to be furnished to the 
Commission ; 

(e) as the Commission examines further material 

before it, more affidavits, etc. are to be sent 
to Govt. Deptts. seeking their comments on points 
concerning them. The study of such documents is 
still continuing. 

(f) that a large number of important witnesses, many 

of whom are pretty old and physically infirm, are 
required to be examined by or on behalf of the 
Commission at different places of India 

convenient to them ; 

(g) that in the past, a number of such witnesses 

could be examined on Commission at different 

places and some of such witnesses could not 
ultimately be examined on Commission for various 
reasons while the coordinating efforts required 
to be made for each such programme are 
considerably time-consuming; 

(h) that for the purpose of its enquiry the 

Commission is required to visit London and some 
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other foreign countries connected with Netaji and 
I.N.A. to examine various documents available in 
those countries and/ if need be/ to examine 
witnesses for which the Commission has already 
approached the Ministry of External Affairs, 
Government of India to do the needful; and 


(i) 



that no advance programme for recording evidence 
by or on behalf of the Commission as also for 
holding hearings of the Commission either in or 
outside India can possibly be drawn up legally 
pertaining to any date/period which falls beyond 
the extended term of the Commission while it 
requires at least two months to get a proposal 
for extension of the term of the Commission 
finalised and the required Government 
Notification published.

6. The task before the Commission is quite vast and 
arduous as would be evident from the terjjjs of reference given 
to it vide para 2 of the original Notification dated 14.5.1999 
(pages 444-445/C). The Commission was, therefore, left with 
no option but to seek one year's extension from 14.5.2000 to 
14.5.2001 which was granted with the approval of HM vide 
Notification S.O.No. 462(E) dated 14.5.2000 (page 431/C) and 
pages 460-461/C . 

7. The Commission again came up with a request to 
extend the term of the Commission from 14.5.2001 to 14.5.2002 


for the reasons cited in para 9 of the note on pages 59- 
60/ante and with the approval of HM, further extension of one 
year beyond 14.5.2001 was granted to the Commission v.ide 
Notification S.O.No. 429(E) dated 14.5.2001 (pages 464/C). 

8. The Commission has made a further request to extend 

its term for one year beyond 14.5.2002 for the following 
reasons : - 


(a) That the terms of reference of the Commission 
are not only considerably wider, but also call 
for thorough probe into the matters which are 
more than half a century old: 

(b) That the number of affidavits already received 
by the Commission is 64 (including 6 from 
Government Officers), that more affidavits are 
likely to be admitted in future on merits and 
that most of the affidavits already received 
disclose relevant materials requiring thorough 
probe : 

(c) The Commission requested Ministry of Home 
Affairs on November 21, 2000 for sanction of 
additional posts of staff for the Commission's 
Office in Kolkata and New Delhi including the 
posts of two full-time Senior Research Officers 
and one full-time Senior Hindi Translator. 
These 5 posts were sanctioned initially to be 
filled up on deputation but on account of the 
difficulties expressed by the Commission, these 
posts were allowed with the approval of 
Ministry of Finance to be filled up by 
appointing on contract basis persons aged 45 
years and above, subject to a rider that while 
issuing appointment letters Ministry of Law and 
Justice, Department of Legal Affairs, Branch 
Secretariat, Kolkata, may be consulted so as to 
ensure that the appoifment on contract basis 
does hot become a p^tman^rit liability for thh 
Government. The Deptt. of Legal Affairs, 
Branch Sectt., Kolkata, cleared two posts of 
Senior Hindi Translator and Steno Grade 'D' 
vide their Note dated 6.2.2002. The Commission 
is yet to qet clearance of the other cases 

referred lie the Ministry, Kolkata. that a 

large number of correspondence/matters have 
been received by the Commission in languages 
other than Bengali and English, which are yet 
to be translated into English; that such 
translation is considerably a time-consuming 
process and Senior Hindi Translator, the only 
Officer- of the Commission sanctioned for the 
purpose, could be appointed and could join the 
Commission very recently; 

(d) That some of the affidavits and supplementary 
affidavits disclosing relevant f act s/mat.er ials 
have been sent to different Ministries for 
their comments as also for furnishing 
authenticated true copies of the relevant 
documents referred to and relied upon therein 
which are yet to be received by the Commission. 
More such affidavits and supplementary 
affidavits are expected to be sent to the 
Ministries from time to time for similar 
act ion ; 


(e) That many of the f iles/records/documents, which 

are mostly pretty old records/ called for from 
the Government of Ind ia in t erms of orders/ 
directions passed from time to time as also in 
different proceedings of the Commission 

inclu idng the f ir st proceed ing dated 23.3. 2000 
are yet to be received from the Government of 
Ind ia ; 

(f) That the inordinate delay in making such 

files/records/documents available to the 

Commission is consequently retarding the 
progress of the work of the Commission; 

(g ) That a large number of important witnesses/ 
many of whom are pretty old and physically 
infirm, are required to be examined by or on 
behalf of the Commission at different places of 
India convenient to them; 

{ h ) That in the past a number of such witnesses 
could be examined by or on behalf of the 
Commission at. different places and some of such 
witnesses could not ultimately be examined for 
various reasons while the coordinating efforts 
required to be made for each such programme are 
considerably time-consuming; 

(i) That the team of the Commission comprising the 
Hon'ble Chairman, the Secretary and the 
representative of the National Archives of 
India visited London as early as July, 2001 but 
the National Archives of India as per their 
undertaking is yet to procure Micro-films/ 
Micro-fiches of the documents/files earmarked 
by the team of the Commission and send them to 
the Commission for necessary scrutiny thereof; 

(j) That the Commission vide its letter dated 

17.4.2001 submitted a revised proposal for 
visit of the Commiss ion to Japan and 

subsequently, on November 13, 2001, again 

approached Ministry of External Affairs with 
the composite proposal in the interest of 
economy of time and money for visit of the 
Commission to Japan and Taiwan to examine 
relevant witnesses available there . and >also to 
visit the places there relevant for the purpose 
of inquiry of the Commission and that the said 
visit to Japan and Taiwan is yet to be 
f ihal ised ; 

(k) That for the purpose of its inquiry, the 
Commission is required to visit some other 
foreign countries to examine various documents 
available in those countries and if need be, to 
examine witnesses available there for which the 
Commission has already approached the Ministry 
of External Affairs, Government of India, to do 
the needful; 

(l) That no advance programme for recording 
evidence by or on behalf of the Commission as 
all so for-’ hbld'intr hoarUrtiy of.' tiK# CbiAftl-iiSSionn 
either in or outside India can possibly be 
drawn up legally on any day which falls beyond 
the extended term of the commission while it 
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takes at least two months to get a proposal for 
extension of the term of the Commission 
approved and the necessary Notification 
published by the Government. 

9. In view of the grounds cited by the Commission, as 

stated in the preceding paragraph, the request of the 
Commission appears to be jusified. Accordingly, the term of 
the Commission may be extended from 14.5.2002 to 14.5.2003. 
The file is submitted for kind approval of HM. (Main file 
is quite bulky and is, therefore, not being submitted).

I am directed to invite a reference to your Notification No. 8.0.1090(E) dated 
.11.1999 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, dated November 14, 1999 
under which the term of Justice M.K.Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry was extended 
upto 14.05.2000. I am sending herewith an upto-date Status Report on the said 
Commission for your kind perusal. The reasons for which the Commission could not take 
off before December, 1999 were intimated to the Ministry in the Commission’s letter No. 
nil dated 28.09.1999 (copy enclosed) and have been stated in the enclosed Status Report 
as on 29.03.2000. 

I am further directed to say that the term of reference for Justice M.K.Mukherjee 
Commission of Inquiry are, you will definitely appreciate, so wide as to make it well nigh 
impossible to complete the inquiry within the remaining days of the extended term which 
expires on 14.05.2000. Besides, more than 40 statements supported by affidavit have 
been received, a considerable number of which disclose relevant material. These 
statements require a thorough probe. This number does not, however, include a large 
number of other correspondences, a few of which tend to disclose at least some material 
relevant to the inquiry. Further, for making a proper and extensive probe into the matter 
in order to ascertain the truth, the Commission may, in all probability, be required to visit 
different places not only in India but also abroad. 

The first hearing of the Commission was held on 23.03.2000 and it may take some 
time for compliance with directions given by the Commission to the Government of India 
and individuals. Besides, efflux of a pretty long period of more than 54 years since

alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in August 1945, is likely to cause 
much hurdles and difficulties for this Commission in the matter of making available to it 
all the evidence - oral and documentary. 





I am, therefore, directed to request you kindly to take necessary steps for 
extension of the term of Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry atleast by a further 
period of one year from 14.05.2000. 

This may kindly be treated as urgent and necessary Government Notification 
extending the term of the Commission for a further period of one year communicated at 
an early date so that the work of the Commission may continue without any break or 
interruption.

I am directed by the Hon’ble Chairman to say that the initial term of 6 months of the 
Commission is going to expire on 13.1 1.1999, but the Commission has not yet been able to start 
functioning for the following reasons 

1. Non-availability of essential infrastructure including suitable accommodation in 
Calcutta and manpower. 

2. Long delay in the appointment of the Secretary to the Commission. 

3. Non-availability of fund to the Commission for incurring the preliminary 
expenditure. 

Till now, no accommodation is available for the Commission in Calcutta. No formal steps 
could be taken by the Commission for acquiring necessary accommodation and manpower until 
the appointment of the Secretary by the order- dated 17.08.1999 of the Government of India, 
Ministry ofHome Affairs. I took over charge of the Secretary on 19.08.1999. As you are aware, 
no accommodation for the Commissiion is available in any building of the Government of India in 
Calcutta. I am trying to get accommodation for the Commission in any suitable premises in 
. Calcutta, As advised by you, I took up the matter with the Chairman-cum-Managing Director of 
the Cycle Corporation of India. In this connection, my letter dated 24.08.1999 may kindly be 
referred to. Subsequently, I wrote a d.o. letter dated 14.09.1999 to Shri S. P. Mukherjee, 
Chairman-cum-Managing Director of the Cycle Corporation of India, with a copy endorsed to 





you, requesting him to finalise the matter and communicate his decision as early as possible. Till 
^ now, no reply lias been received from him.

The Commission also needs some time to appoint officers and staff 
sanctioned by the order dated 2.6. 1999.

No, S. 0*33 9 (E) dated 14th May, 1999 appointed a Commission 
of Inquiry comprising of Hon*ble Mr, Justice M,K. Mukherjee, 
a retired Judge of the Supreme Court of India, to Inquire 
into all the facts and circumstances related to the 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 1945 and 
subsequent developments connected therewith including 

(a) Whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is 
dead or alive;

5 . The Notification inviting statement/memorandum in 
the form of affidavit was issued by the Commission on 
3rd,. December, 1999. 

6. In view of inadequacy of statement/memorandum 
received by the Commission in response to it3 said 
Notification dated 3rd December, 1999 within the prescribed 
period of two months from the date of the Notification 

and having regard to representations received from various 
quarters asking for extension of time to submit statement/ 
memorandum, the time for furnishing statement /memorandum 
was extended by the Commission till 7th day of March, 

2000 . 

7. 40 statements/memorandums in the form of affidavit 
filed by or on behalf of 54 persons were received till 

7th March, 2000, Besides, a large number of communications 
have been received in different Indian languages which are, 
however, not in the form of affidavit. 

8. Shri Jayant Prasad, Joint Secretary, Ministry of 
External Affairs, South Block, New Delhi-110 Oil, 

Dr. Sukumar Sarkar, Director General, National Archives, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development (Department of 
Culture), Janpath, New Delhi, Shri G.B, Singh, Director 
(History Division), Ministry of Defence, 3/West Block-8, 

Wing-I, R.K. Puram, New Delhi, who are the nodal Officers 
of their respective Ministries have been asked by the 
Commission to furnish relevant particulars of all the 
files, in the custody or under the control of those Ministries, 
pertaining to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and I.N.A. A list 
of 990 files transferred by the Ministry of Defence, 

Government of India to the National Archives of India, 
has since been received. Ministry of Home Affairs was 
requested to send list of their approved translators for 
translation of different matters, written in Indian 
languages other than Bengali and English, into English. 

9. During first half of March, 2000, Secretary to the 
Commission visited New Delhi, to make endeavour to get the 
relevant files and the entire records of the proceedings 
of Netaji Inquiry Committee, 1956 and Justice Khosla 
Commission of Inquiry into the alleged disappearance of Netaji. 
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He was made to understand that the number of files 
pertaining to Neta ji/l .N.A* held by the Ministry of 
Defence* Government of India* was 990 and not 9*900 
as claimed by some quarters* He also approached the 
relevant authorities for the Government approved list 
of translators and the scales of fees/remuneration 
for their works. 

10. Meanwhile* the Commission* in exercise of its power 
under Section 8 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act 1952, 
has framed regulations to regulate its proceedings* 

11. The Commission held its first hearing on 23rd March,

as on 29.03.2000. 

I am further directed to say that the term of reference for Justice M.K. Mukherjee 
Commission of Inquiry are, you will definitely appreciate, so wide as to make it well nigh 
impossible to complete the inquiry within the remaining days of the extended term which 
expires on 14.05.2000. Besides, more than 40 statements supported by affidavit have 
been received, a considerable number of which disclose relevant material. These 
statements require a thorough probe. This number does not, however, include a large 
number of other correspondences, a few of which tend to disclose at least some material 
relevant to the inquiry. Further, for making a proper and extensive probe into the matter 
in order to ascertain the truth, the Commission may, in all probability, be required to visit 
different places not only in India but also abroad. 

The first hearing of the Commission was held on 23.03.2000 and it may take some 
time for compliance with directions given by the Commission to the Government of India 
and individuals. Besides, efflux of a pretty long period of more than 54 years since 
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alleged disappearance ofNetaji Subhas Chandra Bose in August 1945, is likely to cause 
much hurdles and difficulties for this Commission in the matter of making available to it 
all the evidence - oral and documentary 

I am, therefore, directed to request you kindly to take necessary steps for 
extension of the term of Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry atleast by a further 
period of one year from 14.05.2000. 

This may kindly be treated as urgent and necessary Government Notification 
extending the term of the Commission for a further period of one year communicated at 
an early date so that the work of the Commission may continue without any break or 
interruption.

Till now, no accommodation is available for the Commission in Calcutta. No formal steps 
could be taken by the Commission for acquiring necessary accommodation and manpower until 
the appointment of the Secretary by the order dated 17.08,1999 of the Government of India, 
Ministry of Home Affairs. I took over charge of the Secretary on 19.08.1999. As you are aware, 
no accommodation for the Commissiion is available in any building of the Government of India in 
Calcutta. I am trying to get accommodation for the Commission in any suitable premises in 
. Calcutta. As advised by you, I took up the matter with the Chairman-cum-Managing Director of 
the Cycle Corporation of India. In this connection, my letter dated 24.08.1999 may kindly be 
referred to. Subsequently, I wrote a d.o, letter dated 14.09.1999 to Shri S. P. Mukherjee, 
Chairman-cum-Managing Director of the Cycle Corporation of India, with a copy endorsed to 


you, requesting him to finalise the matter and communicate his decision as early as possible. Till 
now, no reply has been received from him. 

, I have also requested the Principal Secretary, Government of West Bengal, Public Works 
Department, to allot some vacant space for the Commission in any building of the Government of 
West Bengal. I have not yet received any reply to the letters dated 9.9.1999 and 14.9.1999 
addressed to the Principal Secretary, Government of West Bengal, Public Works Department. 

We got an offer of about 1675 Sq.ft, area on the first floor of the premises no. 203B, 
Acharya Jagadish Chandra Bose Road, Calcutta - 700 020 from its owner and I wrote to Shri 
Abhai Sinha, Superintending Engineer, Calcutta Circle -II, C.P.W.D, requesting him to assess the 
rent and issue a Rent Reasonableness Certificate. No reply has yet been received from the said 
Executive Engineer. 

As it appears, it may take some more time to get a suitable office accommodation for the 
Commission in Calcutta. The Commission also needs some time to appoint officers and staff 
sanctioned by the order dated 2.6. 1999.

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He was made to understand that the number of files 
pertaining to Neta ji/l .N.A, held by the Ministry of

10. Meanwhile, the Commission, in exercise of its power

I am directed to invite a reference to your Notification No. S.0. 1090(E) dated 
14.11,1999 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, dated November 14, 1999 
under which the term of Justice M.K.Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry was extended 
upto 14.05.2000. I am sending herewith an upto-date Status Report on the said 
Commission for your kind perusal. The reasons for which the Commission could not take 
off before December, 1999 were intimated to the Ministry in the Commission’s letter No. 
nil dated 28.09.1999 (copy enclosed) and have been stated in the enclosed Status Report 
as on 29.03.2000. 

I am further directed to say that the term of reference for Justice M.K.Mukherjee 
Commission of Inquiry are, you will definitely appreciate, so wide as to make it well nigh 
impossible to complete the inquiry within the remaining days of the extended term which 
expires on 14.05.2000. Besides, more than 40 statements supported by affidavit have 
been received, a considerable number of which disclose relevant material. These 
statements require a thorough probe. This number does not, however, include a large 
number of other correspondences, a few of which tend to disclose at least some material 
relevant to the inquiry. Further, for making a proper and extensive probe into the matter 
in order to ascertain the truth, the Commission may, in all probability, be required to visit 
different places not only in India but also abroad. 

The first hearing of the Commission was held on 23.03.2000 and it may take some 
time for compliance with directions given by the Commission to the Government of India 
and individuals. Besides, efflux of a pretty long period of more than 54 years since

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alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in August 1945, is likely to cause 
much hurdles and difficulties for this Commission in the matter of making available to it 
all the evidence - oral and documentary.

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Sub * Extension o£ the term of Justice 
M.K. Mukherjee Commission of 
Inquiry beyond 14.05.2002. 


Madam, 

I am directed to refer to the Notification No. 

S. 0.429(E) dated 14.05.2001 of the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India under which the term of Justice M.K. Mukherjee 
Commission of Inquiry was extended upto 14.05.2002. The reasons 
for which the Commission could not take off before December 1999 
had been intimated in details on 28.09.1999 and 31.03.2000. 



I am further directed to state as follows 

(a) As observed in earlier communications on the same 
subject, that the t erms of reference of the 
Commission are not only considerably wider, but 
also call for thorough probe into the matters 
which are more than half a century old j 

(b) That the number of affidavits already received by 
the Commission is 64 (including 6 from Government 
Officers); that more affidavits are likely to be 
admitted in future on merits and that most of the 
affidavits already received disclose relevant 
materials requiring thorough probe ; 

(c) (i) That the Commission moved the Ministry of Home 

Affairs, Government of India, by its letter No, 
JMCl/Admn./ 99- 2000/32 (Vol. II )/3S5 dated November 21, 
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2000 for sanction of additional posts of staff 
for the Commission's Office in Kolkata and New 
Delhi including the posts of two full-time Senior 
Research officers and one full-time Senior Hindi 
Translator f The Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India sanctioned 5 (five) additional 
posts including the said 3 (three) posts on 
condition that the posts were to be filled up 
on deputation basis only, but unfortunately no 
name of suitable deputationsts were received 
from different Government Departments, Universities 
Statutory bodies, etc. who were requested in 
writing to send names and bio-data of suitable 
candidates for consideration for filling up the 
posts. Then Ministry of Home Affairs was requested 
to relax the condition of filling up the posts 
by deputation and allow the Commission to fill up 
the post' by appointing on contract basis persons 
aged 45 years and above. The Ministry of Home 
Affairs by their letter No.I/12014/2/99-is(D.m } 
dated August 14, 2001 conveyed their approval 
to filling up those additional posts on contract 
basis, subject to a rider that while issuing 
appointment letters Ministry for Law and Justice, 
Department of Legal Affairs, Branch Secretariat, 
Kolkata, may be consulted so as to ensure that the 
appointment on contract basis does not become a 
permanent liability for the Government ; 

(ii ) That the Joint Secretary and Legal Adviser, 

Government of India, department of Legal Affairs, 
Branch Secretariat, Kolkata, was approached by 
Commission's letter No.JMCl/Apptt ./99-2000/30/494 
dated January 3, 2002 to get vetted a draft 
appointment letter to be issued in regard to the 
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appointments of Shri Ash ok Kumar Banerjee and 
Shri Dulal Kumar Mitra, both retired Government 
employees, to the posts of Senior Hindi 
Translator and Steno Grade ' D 1 respectively. 

Their no objection in this regard was communicated 
by their U.O. Note No. 125/2002-ADV(Cal ) dated 
06.02.2002. The Commission is yet to get 
clearance of the other case referredfchim. 

(iii) That a large number of correspondence/matters 
have been received by the Commission in 
x, languages other than Bengali and English, which 

are yet to be translated into English; that such 
translation is considerably a time-consuming 
process and that the s enior Hindi Translator, the 
only Officer of the Commission sanctioned for the 
purpose, could be appointed and could join the 
Commission very recently ; 

(d) That some of the affidavits and supplementary affidavits 
disclosing relevant facts/materials have been sent to 
different Ministries for their comments as also for 
furnishing authenticated true copies of the relevant 
documents referred to and relied upon therein which 
are yet to be received by the Commission. More such 
i* affidavits and supplementary affidavits are expected 

to be sent to the Ministries from time to time for 
similar action ; 

(e) That many of the files/records/documents , which are 
mostly pretty old records, called for from the 
Government of India in terms of orders /directions 
passed from time to time as also in different 
proceedings of the Commission including the first 
proceeding dated 23.03.2000 are yet to be received 
from the Government of India ; 
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That the inordinate delay in making such 
files /re cords/documents available to the 
Commission is consequently retarding the 
progress of the works of the Commission ; 


(dj) That a large number of important witnesses, 
many of whom are pretty old and physically 
infirm, are required to be examined by or on 
behalf of the Commission at different places 
of India convenient to them ? 


(h) That in the past a number of such witnesses 
could be examined by or on behalf of the 
Commission at different places and some f. of 
such witnesses could not ultimately be 
examined for various reasons while the 
coordinating efforts required to be made for 
each such programme are considerably time- 
consuming ; 

(i) That the team of the Commission comprising the 
Hon’ble Qiairman, the Secretary and the 
representative of the National Archives of 
India visited London as early as July, 2001 
but the National Archives of India as per 
their undertaking is yet to procure Micro-films/ 
Micro-fiches of the documents/files earmarked 
by the team of the Commission and send them 

to the Commission for necessary scrutiny 
thereof ; 

(j) rj: hat the Commission by its letter No.JMCi/ 
Overseas -Wit nesses/ 2000-01/70/28 dated 
17.04.2001 addressed to the Secretary, 

Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India, submitted a revised proposal for visit 
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of the Commission to Jqpan and by its letter No. 
JMCI/Over se as-Wit ne sses/ 2000-01/70/408 dated 
November 13, 2001, addressed to the Secretary, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, 
submitted a composite proposal in the interest of 
economy of time and money for visit of the 
Commission to Japan and Taiwan to examine relevant 
witnesses available there and also to visit the 
places there relevant for the purpose of inquiry 
of the Commission ; and that the: said visit to 
Japan and Taiwan are yet to be finalised ; 

(k) That for the purpose of its inquiry, the Commission 
is required to visit some other foreign countries 
to examine various documents available in those 
countries and if need be, to examine witnesses 
available there for which the Commission has already 
approached the Ministry of External Affairs, 
Government of India, td do the needful ; 

(l) That the nature and extent of impediments faced 
by the Commission may perhaps be all the more 
appreciated on perusal of the relevant paras of the 
Status Report as on 19. 03 .2002 (forenoon) (copy 
enclosed) besides those stated he rein-before ; 

(m) That no advance programme for recording evidence 
by or on behalf of the Commission as also for 
holding hearing of the Commission either in or 
outside India can possibly be drawn up legally 
on any day which falls beyond the extended term 

of the Commission while it takes at least two months 
to get a proposal for extension of the term of the 
Commission approved and the nesessary Notification 
published by the Government • 
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In view of the facts and circumstances 
stated above, 1 am directed to request you to kindly 
take necessary steps for extension of the term of 
Justice M*K. Muldierjee Commission of Inquiry at least 
for a further period of one year beyond 14.05,2002. 

This may kindly be treated as urgent and 
necessary’ Government Notification extending the term 
of the Commission for a further period of one year 
with effect from 15.05,2002 may be kindly communicated 
at an early date so that the work of the Commission 
may continue without any break o tv interruption.
